New York, April 21. — When a man in the old west heard 


the words: "put 'em up," he knew that it meant his hands 
and he reached for the stars expecting to lose his money or his 
life. Whe'i a merchant or manufacturer hears the same words 
today he knows it means either wages or prices. He is per- 
fectly willing to put one if he can raise the other but most 
business men arc becoming increasingly nervous about raising 
prices or refusing to raise wages. 


For the last fortnight "ask for it" has been the motto of 


the workers and they have asked and received in a score of in- 
dustries scattered from coast to cpast. 
The higher wages 


mean smaller profits to those that pay them, but increased pro- 
duction, and so long as production and consumption travel like 
a team in double harness, they are fairly satisfied. 


WAGE SCALES MEAN LITTLE. 


More wage scales mean little today. The steel industry 


was led by Judge Gary, slowly and fearfully to an advance of 
1'urty cents. And less than two weeks after it went into 
effect, employment agencies throughout the steel districts are 
offering 42 cents an hour with practically no takers. Labor 
is scarce at any price. Farmers all over the country are com-
